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Grain  prices  generally  declined  during  the  January- Apr il  period  with  the 
sharpest  loss  in  soft  red  winter  wheat.  Soybeans  and  flaxseed  were  the  exception 
and  made  substantial  gains.  Wheat  prices  in  April  were  well  above  a  year  ago  while 
corn,  soybeans  and  grain  sorghum  averaged  lower.  Stocks  of  feed  grains  on  April  1 
were  1  percent  more  than  last  year  but  12  percent  below  average.  Wheat  stocks  were 
down  21  percent  while  soybean  holdings  were  8  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 
Rye  and  flaxseed  stocks  were  up  sharply  from  a  year  ago. 

WHEAT  . . .  prices  declined  in  the  January-April  period  despite  near  record  ex- 
ports. Hard  winter  and  spring  wheat  went  down  an  average  of  1-2^  per  bushel  while 
soft  red  winter  dropped  6-8^  during  the  period.  Soft  white  wheat  declined  70   in 
the  Pacific  Northwest  while  hard  winter  went  up  60   per  bushel  during  the  four-month 
period.  Stocks  of  wheat  in  all  positions,  April  1,  totaled  901  million  bushels  — 
245  million  less  than  a  year  ago.  Of  the  total  stocks,  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
owned  4-50  million,  a  drop  of  190  million  from  last  year.  Less  than  70  million  re- 
mained under  price  support  at  the  end  of  March,  about  half  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
Exports  of  wheat  and  flour,  July  through  March,  totaled  about  620  million  bushels. 
While  this  is  slightly  below  the  record  of  623  million  in  1963-64  it  is  sharply 
above  the  512  million  exported  last  season.  Canadian  stocks  of  wheat  on  March  31 
totaled  750  million  bushels  compared  with  718  million  a  year  earlier.  Wheat  exports 
from  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  Australia,  July  through  March,  totaled 
1,350  million  bushels  —  90  million  more  than  the  previous  record  in  1963-64  and 
250  million  more  than  the  same  months  last  year. 

RYE  . . .  prices  dropped  70   per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  from  January  to  April  due 
in  part  to  the  limited  demand  for  the  large  stocks.  Rye  stocks  of  24.7  million 
bushels  were  40  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  the  largest  since  1944.  Nearly 
5  million  bushels  of  the  1965  crop  remained  under  price  support  while  about  the 
same  amount  was  owned  by  CCC.  Exports  of  rye  totaled  1.7  million  bushels  —  about 
the  same  as  last  year  but  sharply  below  average.  Consumption  of  rye  for  alcohol  at 
3.3  million  bushels  and  milling  for  flour  at  3.9  million  were  both  above  last  year. 
The  quantity  remaining  for  feed  at  8.3  million  compares  with  8.8   million  used  for 
feed  July  through  March  1964-65. 

CORN  . . .  prices  at  the  farm,  January  through  March,  averaged  30   per  bushel 
below  last  year  due  in  part  to  the  larger  available  supplies.  Market  prices 
strengthened  during  April  but  averaged  20   below  April  1965 .  Stocks  of  corn  in  all 
positions  on  April  1  totaled  2.9  billion  bushels,  slightly  above  last  year  but  445 
million  more  than  the  April  1  5-year  average.  Reflecting  the  heavy  sales,  CCC  non- 
committed  inventory  dropped  to  175  million  on  April  1  --  the  smallest  in  15  years. 
Farmers  put  only  205  million  bushels  of  the  record  1965  crop  under  price  support  by 
^the  end  of  March.  Disappearance  of  corn  the  first  six  months  of  the  season  at  2,442 
^p.llion  bushels  was  192  million  above  last  year.  Exports  of  358  million  bushels  the 
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first  half  of  the  season  were  nearly  100  million  above  a  year  earlier.  About  98    ^^ 
million  bushels  of  corn  were  used  for  wet  milling  --  slightly  above  last  year.   Corr^P 
remaining  for  feed  totaled  1,969  million  bushels,  an  increase  of  92  million  over  the 
same  period  a  year  ago.  Animal  units  for  1965-66  are  estimated  at  169.1  million 
compared  with  167.1  million  for  1964-65.  Feeding  of  corn  per  animal  unit  totaled  11.6 
bushels  the  first  half  of  the  season  as  against  11.2  last  year. 

OATS  . . .  prices  declined  2i   per  bushel  in  the  January-April  period  due  mainly 
to  the  larger  stocks.  Market  prices  in  April  were  1-2^  below  April  1965.  Disap- 
pearance, mainly  for  feed,  July  through  March,  totaled  696  million  bushels  —  29 
million  below  the  same  period  last  year  and  the  smallest  in  25  years  of  record. 
Exports  of  nearly  24  million  the  first  nine  months  compare  with  3  million  last  year 
and  18  million  the  5-year  average.  Canadian  stocks  of  oats,  March  31,  totaled  247 
million  as  against  241  million  last  year. 

BARLEY  ...  prices  generally  declined  in  the  January-April  period.  Despite  the 
decline  most  market  prices  in  April  were  above  a  year  earlier.  However,  choice 
malting  barley  averaged  3(i'  below  a  year  ago  at  Minneapolis.  Barley  stocks  in  all 
positions  totaled  199  million  —  the  smallest  April  1  holdings  since  1954.  Disap- 
pearance of  320  million  bushels,  July  through  March,  was  20  million  less  than  last 
year  due  to  the  smaller  feed  use.  Exports  of  52  million  were  14  million  more  while 
industrial  use,  mainly  malt  liquors  increased  by  2  million  bushels.  Stocks  of 
Canadian  barley,  March  31,  totaled  192  million  --20  million  less  than  a  year  ago! 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  ...  prices  at  the  farm  averaged  15j^  per  cwt.  below  a  year  ago  for 
the  first  three  months  of  the  calendar  year.  Market  prices  in  April  averaged  l6j/ 
per  cwt.  below  April  1965.  Stocks  of  407  million  cwt.  (586  million  bushels)  in  all 
positions  on  April  1  were  25  million  cwt.  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Of  the  total 
stocks,  CCC  ovmed  231  million  with  75  million  under  loan  or  reseal.  Record  exports 
of  nearly  70  million  cwt.  were  double  those  of  a  year  ago.  The  quantity  remaining 
for  feed  at  212  million  cwt.  was  37  million  more  than  for  the  same  months  of  1964-65. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  advanced  11-12^  per  bushel  during  the  January-April  period 
reflecting  active  export  and  domestic  demand.  Despite  the  advance,  prices  in  April 
were  5-9^  per  bushel  below  April  1965.  Stocks  of  376  million  bushels  were  29  million 
less  than  a  year  ago.   Crushings  of  316  million  bushels  the  first  six  months  compare 
with  289  million  crushed  the  same  period  last  season.  Record  exports  of  166  million 
were  35  million  below  last  year.  By  the  end  of  March,  farmers  had  nearly  45  million 
bushels  of  1965-crop  soybeans  remaining  under  price  support. 

FLAXSEED  . . .  prices  advanced  9^  per  bushel  during  the  first  four  months  of  the 
calendar  year.  Despite  the  gain,  prices  in  April  v.rere  3^  below  a  year  earlier. 
Stocks  of  flaxseed  on  April  1  totaled  nearly  25.9  million  bushels  as  against  17.5 
million  last  year.  Exports  of  flaxseed,  July  through  March,  at  3.3  million  were 
somewhat  below  the  5.9  million  exported  last  season.   Crushings  of  flaxseed  totaled 
16.6  million  --  only  slightly  less  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.
